On Tuesday, January 27, 2015, Bracken County High School FCCLA hosted a very 
successful event, “Shine A Light on Autism”. The night consisted on a silent auction, a 
cake auction, and a program. The guest speaker, Alicia Cummins Hay, gave a very touch¬ 
ing speech about her and her family’s experiences with their daughter and Autism. It was a 
great night of friends and family coming together to support the awareness of Autism. 

When Alicia’s daughter Catherine was about two years old, she and husband Jacob 
noticed “red flags” that alerted them to developmental issues with Catherine, including a 
loss and lack of progression of speech, severe sleep issues, problems with noise levels, 
pica (mouthing non-edible objects), a lack of fear, and sensory meltdowns. This led to over 
a year-long diagnosis process at various doctors and specialists before receiving the news 
that she was on the autism spectrum in March of 2011. Catherine has made tremendous 
strides through private speech, occupational, and auditory-listening therapies, summer 
group therapy programs, inclusion and therapy in the Augusta school system, and through 
local activities, such as monthly “Tumbling with Autism” class at Centre Academy, “A 
League of Their Own” special needs sports league, and Camp Harmony, a special needs 
camp in the summer in Bracken County. Since Catherine was diagnosed with autism, the 
Hay’s have participated in trainings and seminars about autism and have been active com¬ 
munity participants in promoting autism awareness.

for. I think the first 30 days of retirement from my old 
position has already had some positive affects toward 
that end.

Looking Back 

(Editor’s Note: Based on the 

History of Bracken County 

By the Late W. T. Breeze) 

The Ohio ranks as one of 
the world’s most beautiful riv¬ 
ers, and has passed under the 
ownership of many nations. 
The native claim never held 
valid here or elsewhere by 
the white race; the claim by 
Spain by right of discovery by 
Columbus; a claim of France 
to Champlain’s empire ex¬ 
tending from Hudson Bay to 
the Gulf of Mexico and by the 
Elizabeth’s grant to Raleigh. 

The first English report 
of the great central valley was 
made by John Sailing (Salles) 
who in 1730 was captured by 
Indians in Virginia and wan¬ 
dered with his captor through 
the valley until his escape in 
1736. 

In 1739, M. Longuiel 
with a party of French soldiers 
passed down the river on the 
way to New Orleans, ah the 
way in French territory, and in 
1756 Mary Ingles, on her way 
to home and freedom, follow¬ 
ing the river as her guide, may 
have passed over the valley 


that is now Augusta. 

After Wolfes victory at 
Quebec and the peace treaty of 
1763 the great valley became 
English and has remained so 
since that day, almost two cen¬ 
turies ago. 

Within the twenty years 
that followed, came indepen¬ 
dence with the war of Revolu¬ 
tion and peace with the south 
bank of the river a part of 
Virginia. This was the land 
of promise to the Continental 
soldier and the people of the 
Atlantic seaboard. Many had 
come by the Wilderness Road 
to find homes on the Cumber¬ 
land and Kentucky Rivers, 
and the now Blue Region of 
the state. 

Captain Philip Buckner, 
a Virginian, an officer in the 
Continental Army was the 
owner of large tracts of land 
that had been allotted to sol¬ 
diers. In trips down the Ohio 
he had noted the beautiful val¬ 
ley and had once prepared to 
land but was prevented by the 
presence of Indians. Later he 
came with his family, some 
neighbors and forty slaves to 
clear the forest, erect homes 
and begin the City of Augus¬ 
ta.

DISCIPLESHIP 

The harvest is plentiful, but the workers are few. Ask the 
Lord of the harvest, therefore, to send out workers into his 
harvest field. Go! I am sending you out like lambs among 
wolves. Luke 10:2-3 

In the Gospel of Luke we are told that Jesus appointed 
72 disciples to go out in advance of his coming: “After this 
the Lord appointed seventy-two others and sent them two 
by two ahead of him to every town and place where he 
was about to go.” (Luke 10:1) They were given specific 
instructions and by Luke’s account the spirit was moving 
mightily in those early days. But, what does it mean to be 
a modem-day disciple of Christ, one who would spread the 
word of God in advance of His second coming? This is an 
important but neglected question. Most Christians would 
probably assent to being labeled followers of Christ, but 
how many of us are tme disciples of Christ? And, what 
precisely does it mean it to be a disciple of Christ in these 
times? The author Dan Solis addresses these questions in a 
recent book entitled Discipleship, worthwhile reading for 
anyone who takes seriously the biblical instmction to spread 
the gospel. Perhaps the catchiest gospel exhortation is the 
one apocryphally attributed to Saint Francis to his followers 
to go forth and preach the gospel, with words if necessary. 
Ultimately, all Christians are called to share the good news, 
with both word and deed, and so we all should reflect on how 
we can best do this, and be committed to actually doing it.

Howdy F oiks! This 
Monday we celebrate 
Groundhog’s Day and wait 
anxiously for Punxsutawney 
Phil’s predicition of early 
spring or six more weeks 
of winter! As with many of 
our holidays and traditions, 
Groundhog’s Day has both 
pagan and religious roots! 
Our ancestors did not have 
meteorologists monitoring 
the skies with radar but 
instead relied on their 
observances of nature and 
how the sun, moon, stars, 
plants and animals acted 
and reacted to changing 
weather conditions. German 
immigrants brought to the 
new world the tradition of 
observing the hedgehog’s 
awakening from its winter 
hibernation to predict how 
long the winter would last. 
Since the groundhog closely 
resembled their homeland’s 
hedgehog, they chose to 
watch the groundhog’s 
emergence from its burrow. 
Sunny days allowed the 
animal to cast a shadow and 
that was an omen for six 
more weeks of bad weather. 
If no shadow was seen, that 
meant winter was nearly 
over! Farmers may still today 
mark February 2 as winter’s 
midpoint to gauge their hay 
supply relying on the old 
adage “Groundhog’s Day - 
Half your hay!” Cold, snowy 
and icy days are still ahead, 
but Easter is just two short 
months away so let’s enjoy 
each day and the weather it 
brings! 

Recently we have had 
a couple of questions that 
we would like to address, 
one concerning the proper 
disposal of paint. Paint 
must be solidified in order 
for Rumpke to take it in the 
normal trash pickup. There 
are two reasons for this 
- landfills are not allowed 
to dispose of liquids and 
secondly, the garbage 
company is responsible for 
roadway spills. So if there’s 
not too much paint left in 
the container, the lid can be 
removed to allow the paint to 
air dry, but make sure the cans 
are out of reach of children 
and pets. Once dried, the lids 
can be replaced and the cans 
thrown in with the weekly 
household garbage. For larger 
amounts of paint, kitty litter, 
old rags, dirt, and shredded 
paper are some things that 
can be put into the paint to 
absorb the liquid and make 
it safe for disposal. There is 
also a product made by Krud 
Kutter known as Waste Paint/ 
Colorant Hardener which 
can be mixed with the paint 
to produce solidified paint to 
allow proper disposal with 
Rumpke. There are probably 
other companies that make 
similar products but the Krud 
Kutter brand is the one we 
are familiar with. 

Another question con¬ 
cerned plastic recycling.

Since we had not talked to 
the manager of the Recycling 
Center for quite some time 
about acceptable plastics, we 
gave him a quick call. He 
confirmed the acceptance of 
only plastics with the number 
“1” or the number “2” in the 
chasing arrows recycling 
symbol located on the bottom 
of plastic containers. Milk 
jugs, water and beverage 
bottles, laundry products, 
some cleaning products and 
some frozen food containers 
use the one and two plastics. 
There are other products out 
there with those numbers, 
but these are the main ones. 
While there are toys and 
household plastic products 
that have the numbers one 
or two in the chasing arrows 
symbol, but these cannot 
be accepted at the Mason 
County Recycling Center, 
only household containers 
and nothing larger than a 5- 
gallon bucket is accepted. 
There are several reasons 
for this, but the bottom line 
is that the size of the Center, 
equipment and storage space 
negates taking any plastics 
other than those listed. We 
appreciate everyone who 
takes the time and makes 
the effort to RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE to 
keep God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful!

Cooperative Dove Field 
Program enrollment 
now underway 

Kentucky farmers can 
earn much-needed extra cash 
by enrolling in the Coop¬ 
erative Dove Field Program. 
Enrollment is currently un¬ 
derway and continues until 
March 1. 

The Cooperative Dove 
Field Program pays land- 
owners to lease fields on 
their property for public dove 
hunting. 

“Landowners may earn 
up to $10,000 in the Coop¬ 
erative Dove Field Program,” 
said John Brunjes, migratory 
bird biologist for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “They 
earn $300 per acre planted.” 

Brunjes said the depart¬ 
ment will accept fields rang¬ 
ing from 6 to 30 acres with 
additional payments for buf¬ 
fers around fields. “Fields 


generally run from 20 to 30 
acres in size,” he explained. 
“But, we encourage anyone 
interested to apply.” 

Farmers may plant an 
idle field to sunflowers, mil¬ 
let or another acceptable 
crop for a public dove field 
by working with a Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife private 
lands biologist and following 
some simple guidelines. 

Payment amounts de¬ 
pend on the number of acres 
enrolled, crop type and fulfill¬ 
ment of the plot management 
agreement with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

To get the process start¬ 
ed, landowners must con¬ 
tact their Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife private lands bi¬ 
ologist or Natural Resources 
Conservation Service liaison. 
For a listing of biologists, 
visit on the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife’s homepage at 
fw.ky.gov and search under 
the keywords, “private lands 
biologist.” Property owners 
may also call the department 
at 1-800-858-1549 for more 
information.

Hunters post Kentucky’s 
second-highest deer 
harvest on record 

After two seasons of re¬ 
cord harvests, Kentucky’s deer 
hunters kept the pace up this 
past season. 

The 2014-15 season closed 
on Jan. 19 with 138,892 deer 
checked; the second highest 
total on record and third con¬ 
secutive season with a harvest 
exceeding 130,000 deer. 

“I’m happy,” said Gabe 
Jenkins, deer and elk program 
coordinator with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “There are a 
lot of deer on the landscape, 
and we’re seeing an uptick in 
license sales. We’re providing 
hunting opportunity and our 
hunters are able to be success¬ 
ful. As an agency, that’s what 
we want to do.” 

A record 144,409 deer 
were taken during the 2013- 
14 season when a spotty acorn 
crop put deer on the move. 

Acorns were plentiful 
across much of the state this 
time around. Recognizing this, 
many hunters likely shifted 
their focus from field edges to 
the timber and travel corridors 
instead. 

A strong opening month 
and an unprecedented start to 
the modern gun deer season 
emerged as key drivers. 

“The three seasons where 
we have had our three greatest 
harvests have featured big No¬ 
vembers,” said David Yancy, 
deer biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “And there’s 
no question September has be¬ 
come more important or more 
interesting to hunters. I think 
hunters have gotten to where 
they like it and can’t wait to 
get out there.” 

Hunters checked 5,928 
deer in September, the third 
highest total on record for 
that month. Favorable weath¬ 
er across the state spurred a 
record harvest on opening 
weekend of modern gun deer 
season. 

Compared to the previous 
season, the modem gun har¬ 
vest finished at 102,889, down 
less than 2 percent from the 
season before. 

Archers bagged 18,368 
deer and muzzleloader hunt¬ 
ers 14,673. Crossbow hunters 
accounted for 2,962 of the har¬ 
vest total. 

Owen County again led the 
state. Hunters there checked 
3,470 whitetails. Pendleton 
County was next with 3,305 
followed by Crittenden Coun¬ 
ty at 3,224, Christian County 
at 3,062 and Graves County at 


2,964. 

The majority of deer taken 
were male. Female deer ac¬ 
counted for 45.7 percent of the 
overall harvest. 

Biologists estimated the 
statewide herd at 1 million deer 
entering this past season. Herd 
estimates are derived through 
computer modeling that takes 
into account harvest and age 
stmcture data. 

Looking ahead, the pros¬ 
pects are promising for a 
strong 2015-16 season. 

“We really had a more pro¬ 
nounced December and Janu¬ 
ary rut,” Jenkins said. “Those 
late mts are usually an indica¬ 
tor of herd health. I heard a lot 
of people talking about fawns 
cycling in January. That’s 
strictly related to health; the 
fact that they’re good, fat and 
capable of doing that. More 
than likely, they will have a 
fawn, and that equates to more 
fawns on the landscape this 
spring which equates to more 
hunting opportunity next sea¬ 
son.” 

The Kentucky Hunting 


and Trapping Guide annu¬ 
ally features a list of trophy 
bucks harvested the previous 
season that met qualifications 
for entry into the Boone and 
Crockett Club’s record books. 
A buck must net score 160 or 
higher typical or 185 or higher 
non-typical, as determined by 
the Boone and Crockett scor¬ 
ing system. 

Hunters who want their 
trophy included in the list 
should send a non-returnable 
photo, copies of the completed 
and signed score sheets, and 
include the county in which 
the deer was taken and the 
equipment used to harvest the 
deer to: Kentucky Hunting and 
Trapping Guide, #1 Sports¬ 
man’s Lane, Frankfort, KY 
40601 by May 1, 2015. The 
same information may also 
be submitted electronically by 
emailing info.center@ky.gov. 

“Our Boone and Crock¬ 
ett submission numbers have 
been high over the past five 
years,” Jenkins said. “That’s 
a good indicator of health and 
herd quality.”

Perfect Pinnacle: Deja vu 
for (22-0) Kentucky; 

Louisville ready to rip? 

Lone unbeaten in the Land- 
of-D-I, Kentucky (22-0) heads 
to another clamorous SEC out¬ 
post where a throng of hostiles 
wait in numbers that invite 
a simple, SRO. Destination 
Gainesville, Florida. 

History says the last time 
a UK team occupied the per¬ 
fect pinnacle and was awash in 
noisy admiration, national ac¬ 
claim and yes, derision too, was 
March 4, 1966, a Friday. 

Kentucky was 22-0, its 
climb up the polls had blos¬ 
somed from Little Engine-that- 
Could storyline to America’s 
Team. (Duke was a hoops 
prep school). Closer to home 
the team was Rupp’s Runts. A 
sure-handed, good shooting and 
unselfish to a fault, team. One 
destined for Land-of-Beloved. 
Coach Adolph Rupp was less 
grouchy, warmed by glow of 
praise and grrrrreat adjectives. 
A Sports Illustrated cover sto¬ 
ry was on its way: Man in the 
Brown Suit, College Coach of 
the Year. By first week of the 
NCAAs, Rupp had passed his 
old coach at Kansas, Phog Al¬ 
len, become winningest coach 
in college hoops, 747. 

On that Friday in March 
1966 the news item drawing 
most media attention beyond the 
war in Vietnam and Kentucky’s 
basketball team, was John Len¬ 
non. In a fit of giddy sacrilege 
that mortified his English han¬ 
dlers, Lennon had the cheek to 
declare to a reporter, “We (The 
Beatles) are more popular than 
Jesus.” 

While Billy Graham gasped 
and Oral Roberts fainted (we 
think), the stir and storm Lennon 
created, let Rupp and America’s 
Team file quietly onto a charter 
bus and head down U.S. 25 to 


Knoxville where Howard Baine 
and his brutish bunch awaited. 

From that Friday on, per¬ 
haps ignited by the curse of a 
Sports Illustrated cover, and 
fired certainly by a media con¬ 
coction after the NCAA title 
game in College Park, Mary¬ 
land, Rupp’s Runts was trans¬ 
formed from America’s team 
into five white guys and its rac¬ 
ist coach. 

Fast forward near half- 
a-century and another No. 1 
ranked and unblemished Ken¬ 
tucky team files onto a char¬ 
ter plane this week and heads 
to Gainesville. For fans old 
enough to recall Tennessee’s 
manhandling their Wildcats 49 
years ago (69-62 and wasn’t 
that close), a win this Saturday 
would be extra sweet. 

Put in current perspective 

While anything short of 
40-0 season will deny this 
Kentucky team lofty praise as 
America’s team in today’s hoops 
world (Duke is no longer a prep 
school), the 2014-15 Wildcats 
are special, to a man, and be¬ 
coming more so for every blue- 
to-white platoon change out. 
Most remarkable, a growing 
maturity with it’s team-ness. 

Meanwhile, the Wildcats 
remain the lone unbeaten in the 
Land-of-D-I. 

LOUISVILLE-CAROLINA 

A stinging loss (at Carolina 
January 13), Rick Pitino called 
it, was erased when the Cardi¬ 
nals exhausted and beat down 
North Carolina Saturday. 

V Spotted the visitors an 
18-point lead ... then, classic Pi¬ 
tino Ball. Turn up the heat, cre¬ 
ate bedlam, defend as if there 
are seven of us, and presto, new 
evidence: Team nobody wants 
to play in February and certain¬ 
ly not in March, Louisville.

American, period. If there were 
a Mr. Clutch Award, he would 
own it.

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



Those who say you can’t 
get something for nothing ap¬ 
parently have never met a vol¬ 
unteer. 

About two-thirds of 
adults in our country actively 
help others like a neighbor, 
while roughly a fourth go a 
step further and donate time 
through their churches, civic 
groups, charities, schools and 
other helpful organizations. 

That group provides 
about 8 billion hours of work 
for free each a year, according 
to the Corporation for Nation¬ 
al and Community Service, 
and the value of that time is 
estimated at $175 billion. For 
Kentucky, nearly 800,000 
people volunteered in 2013, 
putting in 87 million hours 
worth about $2 billion. 

Collecting and distrib¬ 
uting food to those in need, 
fundraising and mentoring 
youth are the three largest cat¬ 
egories of volunteering, the 
center says. 

The U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics adds that the 35-44 
age group has the highest vol¬ 
unteer rate, but the most hours 
per volunteer goes to those 
between 65 and 74. Among 
young adults, college students 
volunteer at a rate twice as 
high as those not enrolled in 
postsecondary education. 

Beyond giving our time, 
we are also generous in donat¬ 
ing money as well. The Giv¬ 
ing USA Foundation put that 
figure nationally at more than 
$335 billion in 2013, which 
was near pre-recession levels 
and more than a fifth higher 
than it was in 2009. 

Kentucky is blessed to 
have a wide variety of orga¬ 
nizations whose chief mission 
is to help others. 

Habitat for Humanity, for 
example, has built more than 
2,300 homes across the com¬ 
monwealth over the last two 
decades and has a presence 
in about half of our counties. 
Over the last 60-plus years, 
WHAS Crusade for Children 
has raised more than $160 
million. 

In our region, the Rotary, 
Lions and Kiwanis organiza¬ 
tions and the VFW, Amvets 
and American Legion chap¬ 
ters do phenomenal work, 
while we have a sizable num¬ 
ber of volunteers who help 
CASA, the Women’s Crisis 
Center, the Kentucky Gate¬ 
way Museum and our local 
historical societies. There 
are also many who help chil¬ 
dren in need through the fos¬ 
ter care and grandparent care 
programs. 

Statewide, Kentucky 
also is assisted by more than 
17,000 non-profit organiza¬ 
tions, which employ nearly 


10 percent of the state’s work¬ 
force while generating nearly 
$24 billion in revenues. 

AmeriCorps, a federally- 
backed program that celebrat¬ 
ed its 20th anniversary last 
fall, is another organization 
making a difference. More 
than 900,000 have taken part 
over the years, including 9,400 
in Kentucky. Their work 
ranges from tutoring children 
and helping survivors of do¬ 
mestic violence to making 
sure communities are better 
prepared for emergencies. In 
2013, those in Kentucky also 
trained and supervised almost 
16,000 volunteers. 

The program is adminis¬ 
tered by the Kentucky Com¬ 
mission on Community and 
Volunteerism and Service 
(KCCVS), which is part of 
the state’s Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services. 

In addition to that work, 
KCCVS oversees the Gover¬ 
nor’s Service Awards, which 
are also in their 20th year. If 
you know of a volunteer or 
group deserving recognition, 
now is an ideal time to high¬ 
light what they do. 

The awards will be pre¬ 
sented by early summer, but 
the deadline to submit a nomi¬ 
nation is Feb. 18th. There are 
14 categories, including one 
that recognizes senior citi¬ 
zens and another focusing on 
youth. There are awards for 
faith-based groups, corpora¬ 
tions and those whose volun¬ 
teering took place primarily 
beyond our borders. Most 
of the awards have to pertain 
to service given in 2014, but 
there is a lifetime achievement 
award to recognize someone’s 
enduring dedication.
